Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Examiner explained that JP '954 also discloses using moisture air 
on the molten metal surface. Althought JP '954 uses a dehumidifier, but it is to decrease the moisture, not to 
completely remove the moisture content. Examiner propose to amend the method to include a continuous casting 
method, since the moisture air can occur at the solidification region as well as the molten region as shown in 
applicant's figure 20. However, such amendment would require a further search and consideration . 
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
